Senator Gershaw 
Writes 


THE CANADA EVIDENCE ACT 

There is a bill before the senate 
that, if passed, would make the wile 
or husband a competent and compell- 
able witness for the prosecution in 
a charge against the other undey the 
Juvenile Deliquents Act. 

The general rule has been that no 
husband shall be vompellable to dis- 
close any. communication made to him 
by his wife and no wife shall be com- 
pellable to disclose any communication 
made to her by her husband during 


the marriage. This protection has 
been considered to be necessary in 
order to insure that unlimited  con- 


fidence between husband and wife, 
upon which married life depends, 

This rule is not applicable in every 
case, There are some nine offences 
in which the husband or the wife of 
the person charged must give evi- 
dence, Vagrancy is one, and now it 
is proposed, on the request of vhe 
Attorney-General of Canada, to udd 
the Juvenile Delequents Act to the list 
of exceptions. 

The reason for the amendment is 
this, for example, Suppose a husband 
because of drinking and not looking 
after his family, is contributing to the 
deliquency of a child, it may well be 
that his wife is the only person who 
can testfiy, against him and bring out 
the true conditions, 

Some of the lawyers in the senate 
have grave doubts about the wisdom 
of passing this amendment, ‘They 
fee] that, if carried out, it might tend 
to break up homes and cause life 
long unhappiness to the married 
couple,

WHY CREAM TESTS VARY 

At this season of the year it is not 
uncommon for a cream shipper to 
complain about the butter fat tests 
he receives, ‘Today a can of cream 
tests 85 percent butterfat, and a few 
days later another can of cream from 
the same farm tests 30 percent. What 
is the reason? 

Officials of the dairy branch ad- 
vise that there may he several 
reasons, Perhaps the most import- 
ant is the variation in richness of the 
milk separated. The average test of 
milk produced in the spring is usu- 
ally lower than that produced during 
the winter montis. This may be due 
to change of feed, weather vonditions, 
intervals between milkings, or other 
unsettling ‘conditions that upset the 
sensitive mechanism of the cow. The 
stage of lactation is important. When 
a cow is nearly dry her fat tests is 
usually high. The lower butterfat 
content of milk from fresh cows can 
appreciably reduce the fat percentage 
in the tota] production. 


In addition to the variation of but- 
terfat content in the milk itself, there 
are*other reasons why cream tests 
vary, Speed of separation, temper- 
ature of the milk when separated, 
the rate of inflow to the separator 
bowl are some of the must common. 
Even under the bets conditions these 
differences occur, but the variation 
so noticable at this time of year is 
usually due to seasonal change in 
richness of the milk noted above,

that there is agreement among Canadian young 
To Profession people that the best conditions which we now have 
for education in the most favored communities should be extended to all 
Canadian children everywhere; that teaching must be made so attractive 
that the ablest of our youth will be attracted to it as a profession; and that 
more attention should be paid to the health of children in the schools, It 
also recommends that curricula should be developed to meet the needs of 
the children to the fullest extent, with the object of fitting each child to 
make its maximum contribution to society.

Go By Air Mail 


OTTAWA.—Beginning July 1, or- 
dinary one-ounce letters will be car- 
ried by air mail to the major centres 
of Canada under a new postal 
scheme, announced in the Commons 
by Postmaster-General Bertrand. 

Canada thus becomes the first 
country to introduce what is known 
as “all-up” mail service on a national 
basis. 

The new service, which will oper- 
ate at first on the Trans-Canada Air 
Lines main network and later may 
be extended to secondary feeder 
lines, means that letters weighing up 
to an ounce will receive air mail 
treatment whether or not they carry 
air mail postage. 

They will thus go by air even with 
the ordinary four-cent postage now 
confined to surface mail. 

The seven-cent air mail stamp will 
continue to be used on letters 
weighing more than an ounce. 

Mr. Bertrand said the new routine, 
to be used wherever the mails can 
be speeded up, will be on an “‘experi- 
mental basis” until it is proved’ fi- 
nancially sound, ‘ 

The ordinary postal rate for out- 
of-town mail is four cents for the 
first ounce and two cents for each 
additional ounce or fraction. The 
air mail ahr seven cents for the 
first ounce and five cents for each 
additional ounce or fraction. Thus, 
a two-ounce letter still will need 12 
cents postage if it is to be sent by 
air and six cents for normul surface 
delivery. 

Mr. Bertrand announced also that 
the department plans to make “vari- 
ous improvements and extensions” of 
an undisclosed nature in the rural 
mail service,

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Canada 
Improving 
Trade Position 


OTTAWA. — Canada continues to 
make progress in correcting her un- 
favorable trade position with the 
United States and consequently in 
her American dollar situation. 

However, she still buys much more 
from that country than she sells 
there, and continues to have a dollar 
problem which she must try to make 
up by getting payment in dollars for 
what she sells to other countries, 

Assistance to European countries 
through the European recovery pro- 
gram helps in this, though the course 
of American policy is not clear in all 
respects. Also, Canada is suffering 
somewhat in her trade with dollar- 
short countries which do not get 
E.R.P, aid and which have put re- 
strictions on what they will buy from 
dollar areas, 

Total Canadian sales to the United 
States in the first four months of this 
year were $421,533,000 compared 
with $320,237,000 in the similar peri- 
od of 1947, an advance of more than 
31 per cent. For the first three 
months of the year the unfavorable 
trade balance with the United States 
was $107,900,000 compared with 
$203,200,000 in the same period of 
1947, 


Expect Record In 
Forest Production 
In British Columbia 


VICTORIA, — British Columbia’s 
forest production is headed for an- 
other record-smashing year. This is 
apparent from statistics now avail- 
able. 

B.C. forest service figures for pro- 
duction during the first three months 
of this year showed the log scale at 
762,484,174 fbm. During the corres- 
ponding period of 1947 production 
was 721,002,257 fbm. 

Also produced during the first 
three months of this year were 6,- 
794,590 lineal feet of poles, 29,202 
cords of fuel wood and 107,370 hewn 
ties, Pole production for the corres- 
ponding 1947 period was 12,745,427 
lineal feet, while fuei production was 
35,811 cords and hewn tie production 
100,727.

The office of Radville Larger School 
Unit No. 3 is also located here, Re- 
ligious well-being of the town's citi- 
zens is also well taken care of by the 
Roman Catholic, United and Angli- 
can churches, the Church of Christ 
and the Full Gospel Mission. 

Radville is a divisional roint on the 
Canadian National Railways, and a 
goodly portion of its citizens earn 
their livelihood as rsilway employees 
in the roundhouse, shops, on train 
crews, etc. A two-man R.C.M.P. de- 
tachment is located here. The local 
Canadian Legion branch has recently 
completed a fife little hall on Main 
street, the work being done mostly 
by volunteer labor, and the building 
is free of debt.

OIL DIFFICULTIES 


The present difficulties in meeting 
Canada’s greatly increased demand 
for petroleum products are tem- 
porary and there is no basic shortage 
of oil, according to the Imperial Oil 
Review. More products are being 
provided than ever before but even 
with. supply reaching new levels (e- 
mand continues to exceed it, 

The article gives figures for the 
crude oi] processed by Canadian re- 
fineries in 1947. Alberta, Canada’s 
oi] province, imports 20 pervent of her 
refinery requirements from U. S. but 
draws the remander from her own 
oil fields, 

Last year Alberta refined 5,558,227 
barrels obtained from her own area 
and 1,405,673 barrels from the United 
States, 

Canada produces less tian 10 per 
cent of the crude petroleum used by 
Canadians and the rest must be im- 
ported from tie United States and 
South America, Albout half of Can- 
ada’s crude comes from the U, &., 
although this is only 2.92 percent of 
U.S. production. South America is 
our main source, supplying about 
three-eights of our needs. 

In addition to crude oil, Canada 
also imports quantities of refined pio- 
ducts. About 80 percent is from the 
U. S. and 20 percent form the Carib- 
bean area, The large: part of pro- 
duct importations is consumed in B.C, 
and the eastern provinces and a com- 
paratively smal] proportion reaches 
the prairie provinces, 

Far more current earnings are be- 
ing turned back into efforts to en- 
large supplies, So far as Canada is 
concerned the company, is engaged in 
struggle against material shortages 
and increasing demand, but it is 
being won. Increasing assistance is 
expected from the Middle East, which 
has the worlds greatest oil reserves, 
This will be particularly helpful when 
it replaces shipments now _ being 
made to Europe from tie U.S. and 
other places making more oil avail- 
able in U.S. and Canada, 

‘The bright spot on the Canadian 
scene is the Ledu¢ oi] ficld, the uarti- 
cle continues, supplying 872,450 bar- 
rels of crude to the end of 1947, The 
discovery of Leduc is of national im- 
portanve and also has stimulated tie 
search for other new fields, 

Leduc has meant the establishment 
of a new refiery at Edmonton. Im- 
perial Oi] bought the refinery at 
Whitehorse, Y.T., dismantled it and 
transported it 1,350 miles to its new 
site. This unique action, which In 
ill will cost some $7,300,000, wil] save 
18 monas’ ;time compared ito the 
building of a new plant. The Edmon- 
ton refinery will be in partial opera- 
tion this mont and its capacity will 
be from 4,000 to 6,000 barrels a 
day. 

Early this year, Henry H. Hewet- 
son, president of Imperial Oil, said 
potential production in the Edmon- 
ton area may make Ledue oil avail- 
uble to Saskatchewan and = Man.- 
toba, The company is considering 
the possibility of installing a 500 mile 
pipe line at a probable cost of $30,- 
000,000, Imperial expects to spend
